Abraham Left All to Follow Christ

Yes, Abraham followed Christ, for Jesus said, “Abraham 
saw my day and was glad” (John 8: 56). 

Abraham was required to leave his country, his kindred 
and his father’s house in Order to serve the Lord. That is 


plainly stated in Genesis 12:1: 


“Now the Lord had said unto 
Abram, Get thee out of thy 
country, and from thy kindred, 
and from thy father’s house, un- 
to a land that I will shew thee.” 


Note that Abraham had a three- 
fold command. He was to leave 
his country, his kindred, and his 
father’s house. 

Abraham had many a struggle 
in trying to carry out this com- 
gand, in trying to leave all to 
follow the Lord. That is indicated 
ain the preceding chapter. The last 
verses in Genesis 11 tell us the 


following: 

“And Terah took Abram his | 
son and Lot the son of Haran 
his son’s son, and Sarai his 
daughter in law, his son Abram’s 
wife; and they went forth with 


them from ‘Ur of the Chaldees, 

to go into the land of Canaan; 

and they came unto Haran, and 
dwelt there. And the days of 

Terah were two hundred and 

five years: and Terah died in 

Haran.”—Gen. 11:31,32.

Lot 
was mad after money. Lot’s herds- 
men quarrelled with the herdsmen 
of Abraham. At last Lot departed 
toward Sodom, and then moved 
into Sodom. There his wealth in- 
creased and his morals decreased. 
War came and Abraham had to 
go by night to rescue Lot who 
had been captured by enemy kings. 
But Lot was not in the plan of 
God for the land of Canaan. Abra- 
ham should have left him behind. 
At long last, and sadly, Abraham 
had to give up Lot. They did not 
live together. Lot did not in any 
sense take he place of a son. 
Abraham's obedience was belated, 
but he gave up Lot. 

But God had promised Abraham 
a son. So at long last, twenty-five 
years after he had gone to the 
Land of Promise, God gave the 
one-hundred-year-old Abraham a 
son. Oh, how joyful were Abraham 
and his ninety-year-old wife! God 
seemed to have renewed their 
youth. They laughed for joy over

He was to take a_three-days’ 
journey to Mount Moriah and 
there in a place God had chosen, 
Abraham was to offer Isaac upon 
an altar.

His blood 
was to be poured out upon the 
altar before God. Abraham was 
commanded to prove that he real- 
ly loved God with all his heart. 

I think Abraham was dazed and 
stunned by the command. But he 
had set his hand to the plow and 
he did not look back.

Young Man Saved From 
Suicide—and Hell 

A copy of the tract, God’s Sim- 
ple Plan of Salvation, by Brother 
Ford Porter, president of Berean 
Gospel Distributors, Indianapolis, 
Indiana, recently fell into the 
hands of a young man in Grand 
Rapids, Michigan. On the back 
of the tract was stamped the 
name and address of Mr. John 
Spoelman of Grand Rapids, who 
had distributed the tract, and to 
him came the following letter: 


“I hope you will forgive me for 
taking the liberty in writing to 
you. I want to ask you a ques- 
tion but first will tell you about 
myself, 

“I am twenty-nine years old, 
white; and five days ago I was 
released from the Federal Prison 
in Kansas where I served a term 
of eleven years for a mistake I 
made when I was eighteen years 
old. When I was released, I was 
given $10 and sent out into what 
was, to me, a strange world with- 
out a family or friends. The $10 
did not last long, and tonight I 
found myself in Grand Rapids 
walking the streets, broke and 
hungry. I decided that I would 
be better off if I were dead, as 
there is a certain stigma attached 
to an ex-convict. I came into this 
building, the YMCA, looking for 
the men’s room with the inten- 
tion of using a razor blade on my 
wrists. 


“As I walked into the rest 
room, I saw a blue paper on the 
floor (God’s Simple Plan of Sal- 
ation) and something prompted 
-to- pick it up. I then read it 
and as I read it some magic in 
the blue paper caused me to have 
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a warm feeling, a tingling sensa- 
tion to pass through my body; 
and even the desire to die passed 
away for the present. 

“Here is my question: Does 
Jesus Christ have any love for an 
ex-gangster, or is He only con- 
cerned with perfect people? If 
you answer, please return the 
magic blue paper that I am send- 
ing along with this letter as it 
was a means of saving my life 
tonight. I would like to get an 
answer before it is too late.” 

Mr. Spoelman wrote the young 
man at once and sent another 
copy of God’s Simple Plan of Sal- 
vation. Now this word comes to 
us from Brother Porter, author of 
the tract: “He is now a new-born 
babe in Christ and has a real 
testimony for the Lord.” 

Another letter—this time from 
a woman saved through the same 
tract—is given below:

Thistledown

Do we realize the extraordinary dynamic of the printed 


page? Dr. Goodell of the American Board of Missions, passing. 
through Nicodemia in 1832 , having no time to stop, left with 


a stranger a copy of The Dairyman’s Daughter (published 


extensively by the American Tract Society) in the Armenian- 
Turkish language. Seventeen years afterwards he visited 


Nicodemia and found a church of more than forty members, 


Dr. Griffith John tells of eight 
churches in China reared by tracts 
alone. Sir Bartle Frere, travelling 
in India, was amazed to find a 
small town in which the _ idol 
shrines and temples were empty, 
but the townsfolk professed the 
Christian Faith. It transpired that 
some years earlier, one of the 
townsfolk had been given an old 
garment by an English resident, 
in a pocket of which, forgotten, 
lay a Gospel portion with eight or 
nine tracts in the vernacular. The 
Life is not in the sower, but in the 
seed. Even if an infidel scattered 
the Scriptures, he would only be 
exploding his own battlements. 

For in scattering divine litera- 
ture we liberate thistledown, laden 
with precious seed, which, blown 
by the winds of the Spirit, floats 
over the world. The printed page 
never flinches, never shows co- 
wardice; it is never tempted to 


compromise; it never tires, never 
grows disheartened; it travels 
cheaply, and requires no hired 
hall; it works while we sleep; it 
never loses its temper; and it 
works long after we are dead. 


The printed page is a visitor which 
gets inside the home, and stays 
there; it always catches a man 
in the right mood, for it speaks 
to him only when he is reading it; 
it always sticks to what it has 
said, and never answers back; and 
it is bait left permanently in the 
pool. 

Another powerful reason for us- 
ing literature is that the printed 
page will reach those otherwise 
utterly unreachable, and may be 
the only chance they will ever 
have of eternal life. Someone once 
gave four copies of H. L. Hasting’s 
lecture on the Inspiration of the 
Bible to four infidels at different 
times. All four were converted and 
became ministers of the Gospel 
in four different denominations. 
Many decades ago, a lady gave 
some leaflets to two actors. One 
cf the actorsy led by this tract 
to attend church and so becoming 
converted, was Dr. Geo. Lorimer, 
pastor of Tremont Temple, Boston. 
Through his influence, Russell H. 
Conwell was led into the ministry. 
Thus the Baptist Temple in Phil- 
adelphia, together with the work 
of the Tremont Temple, and the 
personal influence of these two 
notable -pulpit speakers, is trace- 
able to one little leaflet in the 
hands of a woman. 


Nor can any limit be put to the 
extent of.its possible influence. 
Luther wrote a pamphlet on Gala- 
tians which, falling into Bunyan’s 


hands, converted him; and the 
135th translation (an African) 
of Pilgrim’s Progress has just 


been issued. More than 150,000,000 
copies of Spurgeon’s sermons have 
gone into circulation. Nor is even 
its political influence measurable. 
A young Frenchman who had been 
wounded at the siege of Saint 
Quentin was languishing on a pal- 
Jet in the hospital when a tract 
that lay on the coverlet caught 
his eye. He read it and was con- 
verted by it. The monument of 
that man may be seen before the 
Church of the Consistory in Paris, 
standing with a Bible in his hand 
—Admiral Coligny, the leader of 
the Reformation in France. But 
the tract had not yet finished its 
work. It was read by Coligny’s 
nurse, a Sister of Mercy, who peni- 
tently placed it in the hands of the 
Lady Abbess, and she, too, was 
converted by it. She fled from 
France to the Palatinate, where 
she met a young Hollander and 
became his wife. The influence 
which she had upon that man re-

acted upon the whole continent 
of Europe, for he was William of . 
Orange, who became the champion 
of liberty and Protestanism in the. 
Netherlands. 


The printed page is deathless: 
you can destroy one, but the Press 


can reproduce millions: as often as 


it is martyred, it is raised: the rip- 
ple started by a given tract cam 
widen down the centuries until it 
beats upon the Great White 
‘Throne. Its very mutilation can be 
its sowing. When Leigh Richmond 
was once travelling by coach, pas- 
Sengers got out to walk and he 
began to give a tract to every 
wayfarer he met. One of his fel- 
low-travellers smiled derisively as 
he saw a tract treated contempt- 
uously by the receiver, torn in 
two, and thrown down on the 
road. A puff of wind carried it 
over a hedge into a hayfield, where 
a number of haymakers were 
Seated; and soon they were listen- 
ing to the tract, read by one of 
their number who had found it. 
He was observed carefully join- 
ing together the two parts which 
had been torn asunder, but were 
held together by a thread. The 
reader was led to reflection and 
prayer, and subsequently became 
an earnest Christian and tract dis- 
tributor himself; and of the rest, 
within twelve months, three be- 
came active Christian workers. 


Nor let us forget the enormous 
electric voltage prayer can put 
behind the tract. God's thistle- 
down enters doors locked to the 
evangelist; it can be enclosed in 
every letter; its economy places 
it within the reach of all; it 
preaches in the factory, the rail- 


way carriage, the kitchen; it vis- 
its the hospital ward and the 
workhouse, and whispers in the 
ear of the dying. For prayer— 
that is, God—is behind it. “On 
every tract or copy of the Holy 
Scriptures which we give,” says 
George Muller, “(1) we should as 
much as possible ask God’s bless- 
ing. (2) We should expect God's 
blessing upon our labours, and 
confidently expect it; yea, look out 
for His blessing. (3) We should 
labour on in this service, prayer- 
fully and believingly labour on, 
even though for a long time we 
should see little or no fruit; yea, 
we should labour on as if every- 
thing depended on our labours, 
whilst, in reality, we ought not 
to put the least confidence in our 
exertions, but alone in God’s abil- 
ity and willingness to bless, by 
His Holy Spirit, our efforts for the 
sake of the Lord Jesus.” 

The final—and almost incredible 
—incentive is that the opportunity 
is rapidly passing. The printing 
and distribution of godly litera- 
ture in Russia is now impossible; 
and in countries so near uS as Italy 
and Germany, it is sharply limited. 
It may soon be over for us.

I want this first release to be in the form of a letter to you. 
First, let me thank you for the assignment to write for the 
paper from these far-away places. I consider it a great privilege. 
The pravers of the entire Sworp family for us as we continue 
in this missionary-evangelism trek are certainly appreciated. 
God is blessing our labors in a wondertul way.

as it may sound, I have lived over a thousand-year 
past forty-eight hours, Here’s a story of contrasts! 


It’s a hot Sunday morning here, just ten degrees North of 


the Fquator. I have just come from a native church service. 
Quite unlike the’Sunday morning service in America, this one 
lasted three hours, but a more attentive and reverent public 


worship service I have never seen, despite its length. 


The little Chapel is covered with a thatched roof which is 
supported by mud walls a foot to fourteen inches thick, any- 
thing but ornate, but GOD WAS THERE! In one of the wall 
openings which serve as windows, hangs a large brake drum 
Salvaged from a truck probably of American manufacture, This 
is the church bell. Throughout the lengthy service lizards played 
hide and seek in and out the doorways and wall openings. But 
oblivious to all this and even our photographic and recording 
gadgetry, which all of them were seeing for the first time, was 
an audience intent upon the worship and the service of God. ~ 


I preached to them upon “Christ the Power Of God in Hu- 
man Experience.” Of course there was an interpreter. ‘The most 
universally understood language js the Fulani. Here I was see- 
ing a wonderful demonstration of what Christ can do through 
the operation of the Holy Spirit in the lives of raw heathen. 
These, only one generation removed from heathenism and sav- 


agery (they were called “first generation Christians’) had come 
from the bush. Some had walked barefooted as far as a dozen 
miles. Yet they sat unwearied for those hours on the crudely- 


constructed, hard mud pews (without backs) to listen to the 
white man bring them the Gospel. On the dirt floor aisle sat 
people, sardine-like, their upturned, jet-black faces reflecting 
an inner earnestness and devotion wondrous to behold. With 
these | observed the Christian Sacrament of the Jord’s Supper. 
A native pastor officiated. All this, mind you, in a church 
which is not yet eight years old and among a people who a 
decade ago were stark-naked heathem Not a trace of their 
former state was visible except for the elaborate scars on their 
faces remaining from tribal lascerations. The babies now bein 
born into their homes are spared from the torture thus inflicted. 
This is a church where no white missionary was resident until 
two years ago. The work had been started and perpetuated by 
a couple of laymen for the first half dozen years. Men who 
without formal training and with very meager knowledge of 
God's Word were being used of the Holy Spirit. All this was 
directly the result of one of the smallest, but one of the most 
evangelical missionary bodies with which it has been my priv- 
illege to work out here in Africa, the Lutheran Brethren of 
America. At home there are but forty ministers in about as 
many churches, and an equal number of missionaries in foreign 
lands, fifteen of them serving in Africa. Here is a picture of a 
comparative handful of fifteen American missionaries, sacrific- 
ing, hard-working, prayerful, soul-winning, their stations under- 
staffed, living under conditions most difficult, working among 
a people steeped in idolatry, adultery, witchcraft and paganism 
and yet bringing emancipation to a people who have for cen- 
turies been bound by the chains of superstition and cruelty. The 
immediate parish, for which these fifteen (which include wives) 
are responsible ...a million Africans! 


Viewing all this, I could not help but contrast what my 
eyes were witnessing this torrid Sunday morning, in a jammed 
church ... they all are... with that which I saw last Friday. 
The neighbors of these people, a hundred miles to the North, 
untouched by the missionary and among whom Christ is still not 
named, are still as primitive as their forebears of a millennium 
ago. We motored by truck through a country so rocky and rug- 
ged that by comparison our own Rocky Mountain range looks 
like a well-kept golf course. Here I saw masses of human be- 
ings . . . living among the rocks and caves of barren desolation 
even as those before them did centuries before Columbus dis- 
covered America. The level of their filthy and vile existence 
defies description. Uncounted numbers of these stark-naked peo- 
ple inhabit thousands of square miles of craggy thaunts. Their 
one-room homes are hewn out of stone in the mountain sides 
or otherwise made of mud and straw. The furnishings consist 
only of a bed, also of stone. Many of these have so worn through 
the centuries that they now conform to the shape and contour 
of tle human body. The barnyard animals in my country fare 
better than these. On one occasion they rushed our truck... 
thousands of them had gathered together and were engaged in 
some wild, weird, native orgy. I felt safer for the heavy steel 
netting which made up the side walls of the truck body. They 
were intrigued with us and utterly unashamed of their own 
nakedness. Here was the personification of degeneration 
here was total depravity! 

. » 

A mere one hundred miles separated a Christian community 
from the savages of the stoné age. To what could I attribute 
the marvelous transformation that had come to these people, 
in this morning’s service? I felt that my own conversion was 
here depicted. I wanted to sing with new fervor, new love to 
Christ, “What a WONDERFUL CHANGE in my life has been 
wrought, since Jesus came into my heart.” 


Certainly Christianity has its testimony from sociology. 
Wherever its message comes there is an accompanying force 
of heart renewal. A vast change in human behavior and morals 
always and inevitably results. I have seen it illustrated here 
today among a people who a dozen years ago were as primitive, 
as godless, as unregenerate, as naked, as their Northern neigh- 
bors. Today they were “sitting at the feet of Jesus, clothed and 
in their right minds” even as the demoniac of old. To God be 
glory! 

The world can do with a more widespread dissemination of 
the transforming “truth that makes men free.” . .. Dr. Rice, 
I'll try to write more often. Have an ‘interesting story about 
finding two little boys on the edge of no-where ... each with a 
copy of “The SWORD of the Lord.” Took pictures,

I want humbly to make some 
suggestions about the use of tracts. 


1. Get the best tracts. Do not 
use cheap tracts and do not use 
those that are too short. Get 
tracts or pamphlets large enough 
and attractive enough to get re- 
sults for God. I suggest that you 
get a list of the Sword of the Lord 
series of fifteen-cent pamphlets. 
Many of them are specially ef- 
fective in getting people converted. 
There are other good tracts and 
pamphlets. Use the best. 


2. Do not fail to personally | 


speak to people about Christ 
whenever possible. Sometimes one 
must leave a tract without con- 
versation but the best results will 
come from personal conversation 
and earnest entreaty and the use 
of the Bible, along with tracts. 


3. Make tract distribution a 
matter of real earnest prayer. 
Ask God for guidance as to what 
tract you should give out. Some- 
times a worker will indiscrim- 
inately pass out a sermon on the 
plan of salvation to crowds in- 
cluding many Christians. Every 
now and then I get a letter in 
which is some tract addressed to 
the unsaved. Nobody in my office 
is unsaved and that is a tract 
wasted. Sometimes people send 


‘ter than one without such a 
‘coupon. And anything that gets 
‘the reader to write for more in- 
formation or to write to express 
his decision is better. It allows 
for a follow-up, and it brings 
'more concrete results. A sermon 
‘without a public invitation to ac- 
cept Christ does not get as many 
people saved as a good sermon 
|'with the appropriate public invi- 
tation. So such an invitation ought 
‘to be used where possible, I think, 
‘in Gospel tracts. 

| In closing let me say that any- 
body can give out tracts. What 
a wonderful privilege that you can 
take any friend to hear D. L. 
Moody preach by giving him one 
of D. L. Moody’s sermons in print. 
Or you can make plain to him the 
plan of salvation by some Gospel 


‘booklet, carefully written. You 
may not know how to tell it all 
yourself, but with loving care 
‘you can get a friend or a bare 
| acquaintance to read a Gospel 
| message in print. 

Another great thing in favor 


of such gospel literature is that 
it is inexpensive. For $2 you can 
get a hundred copies of the book- 
let, “What Must I Do to Be 
Saved?” and for similar prices you 
can get Safety, Certainty and En- 
joyment, or God’s Way of Salva-

Suggested New Year’s 
Resolutions 
Let me earnestly suggest some 


New Year’s” resolutions, some 
changes in your life that very 
possibly ought to be made now, 


early in the new year. 


1. Do you read the Bible every 
day? How much of it do you 
read? Have you ever read it 


through? You may read the Bible 
through in less than a year by 
reading one chapter each day in 
the New ‘Testament or = the 
Psalms, and three chapters daily 
in the rest of the Old Testament. 
setter set a time early in the day 
when you can read your Bible 
alone. Do not rush. Read con- 
secutively chapter after chapter 
through a book. Memorize fav- 
orite verses. Pray for God to use 
the Scriptures in your heart. Read 
not less than one chapter rev- 
erently every day, and you should 
average at least four chapters 
daily. Shame on a Christian who 


has never even. read his Bible 
through! 

2. You should have a special 
time of secret prayer everyday, 


preferably in the morning. It may 
be in connection with your Bible 
reading. Be sure to thank God for 
His mercies. Take every burden 
to God, every earnest desire of 
your heart and keep praying till 
you have peace. Confess your sins, 
mistakes and failures daily and 
have them out of the way, cleans- 
ed and forgiven. It is better if 
possible to have a regular time 
and a customary place for secret 
prayer. However, one should pray 
all through the day, should join 
in family prayers, etc. 

3. Does your home have family 
worship? It should include read- 
ing aloud of the Bible by every 
member of the family old enough 
to read. It ought to include prayer 
by every member of the family 
who is saved. The family altar 
ought to be made so important 
that every member of the family 
is expected to be present, even 
more important than being to 
school on time, or at work on 
time. If people are late in school 
or work a time or two,.they will 
learn to co-operate, get up earlier, 
and expect God’s blessing. The 
family altar will not succeed un- 
less it is counted important, and 
only on unusual occasions any 
member of the family excused. 

In my judgment, the best time 
for most families is immediately 


after breakfast. .Set breakfast 
early enough, get everybody 


ready, have Bibles at hand, push 
back .the plates and read while 
all are at the table. In our home 
we read consecutively two verses 
each, around the table, through 
a chapter (or with short Psalms, 
through two chapters). Thus 
everyone must pay attention, 
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nounce the words. Then we pray, 
each one in order, around the 
table. Of course, we have thanks 
before all the meals besides this. 


| Why not establish family worship 
‘in your home, for the new year? 


4. Do you tithe? That is, do 
you give one-tenth of your income 
to the Lord and His cause? God 
required tithes under the cere- 
monial law. Surely a Christian 
under grace should not do less. 
God blesses those who love Him 
enough to put Him first on the 
money question. I thank God for 
marvelous blessings given in con- 
nection with my tithing. Will you 
give God the first tenth of your 
incOme this year?

bers charged with the preparation 
of this version were virtually all 


liberal. Scholarly liberals, it was! 


thought, might compile a trans- 
lation with such care and ac- 
curacy that evangelicals could 
wholeheartedly endorse it. This 
in our prayful judgment has not 
been done nor have the difficul- 
ties in the New Testament portion 
of the work been cared for. 


* BEFORE proceeding to an ap- 
praisal of the R.S.V. we should 
like to make it clear that we are 
not opposed to new versions. We 
are thankful for every faithful 
translation, for each has its value 
and its particular contribution. 
We recognize that the entire field 
of Biblical Introduction has made 
amazing advancement in the past 
century. It is a cause for thanks- 
giving, however,. that most dis- 
coveries have served only to con- 
firm the recognized text and that 
in no case have major doctrines 
been affected. 


Moreover, we would concede 
that the R.S.V. does have points 
of excellency. In fact, therein hes 
a point of danger: its values may 
so seem to outweigh its defects 
that the unwary may be deceived. 


This version corrects (in the text) 


the gross and inexcusable failure 
of the American Standard Ver- 
sion’s (1901) rendering of II Tim- 
othy 3:16. It also omits the sad 


and tragic footnote of the Amer- | 


ican Standard Version in John 9:38 
(though it accomplishes the same 
end in more subtle fashion). 


Finally, it is true that in places 
real service ts rendered by the 
elimination of archaic expressions. 
In our judgment, however, the dif- 
ficulties presented by archaisms 


have been grossly over-emphasized. | 


One does not need a college course 
to understand Elizabethan English 
—and excellent reference Bibles 
‘are available. 


Altogether we are thankful that! 


much of the new version does 
clearly support many evangelical 
tenets—a corroboration of both the 
fact of providence and the strength 
ofthe orthodox position. But there 
are serious defects. 


In brief, we cannot recommend 
this version for these reasons: (1) 
its adoption of paraphrases which 
in no way can be justified as ac- 
curate translations; (2) its fail- 
ure to indicate words which the 
translators supplied but which are 
not in the original (heretofore in- 
dicated by italics); (3) its Uni- 
tarian tendencies as shown for 
example by its refusal in most 
cases to use the pronouns for the 
Lord Jesus Christ which it re- 
serves for Deity; (4) the extensive 
use in the Old Testament of text-. 
ual emendation by conjecture; in- ; 
dicated in the footnotes by the 
symbol Cn. Such a notation ap- 
pears, e.g., sixty-seven times in the 
Minor Prophets. The comment on 
this notation is “Cn indicates a 
correction made where the text 
has suffered in transmission and 
the versions provide no satisfac- 
tory restoration but the committee 
agrees with the judgment of com-

The liberal bias of the new ver- 
‘sion is seen occasionally in the 
substitution of entirely new words 
for words found in the original, 
for no other apparent reason than 
the revisers’ notion of what the 
inspired apostle or prophet should 
have said. Sometimes not even the 
Lord Jesus Christ is permitted to 
say what He actually did say in 
the original. In Matthew 7:13, our 
Lord said, “Broad is the way that 
leadeth to destruction” (A.V., 
A.S.V., Greek), but He has been 
corrected in the new version, and 
His words are changed to read, 
“The way is easy that leads to 
destruction.” 


| In Matthew 16:18 “the gates of 
(hell” (A.V.), rendered “the gates 
of Hades” in the A.S.V., has been 
‘changed to read, “the powers of 
death.” Here the revisers did in- 
sert our Lord’s actual words in the 
margin. 

In I Corinthians 1:26, “not many 
wise men after the flesh” has been 
|altered to read, “not many of you 

were wise according to worldly 
standards.” This is interpretation 
of the text, but definitely not a 
| translation of the language of the 
apostle. ““Many sleep,” in I Co- 
“some 


pretation rather translation. 


We cite these examples of the 
manner in which the sacred text 
‘has been handled by the revisers, 
not because all of these particular 
passages are of outstanding im- 
portance in themselves, but be- 
cause they raise a serious ques- 
tion as to how the people of God 


can have confidence in the new 
version. It may be true that the 
way to destruction is easy, but 
that is not what our Lord said 
about it; He said it is broad. Some 
may prefer “the powers of death” 
to “‘the gates of hell,” but who 
could preach with freedom on a 
text created by men who did not 
choose to use the actual language 
of our Lord? 


Other questions of very serious 
consequence must be raised. Why 
was the reading of the Sinaitic 
Syriac manuscript dignified with 
the footnote at Matthew 1:16: 
“Joseph, to whom was betrothed 
the virgin Mary, was the father 
of Jesus who is called Christ’? 
The translation of the King James 
Version represents the original

(text as attested by hundreds of 


Greek manuscripts, including Co- 
dex Vaticanus and Codex Sinaitic- 
us. 


| Dr. J. Gresham Machen has 
‘marshaled the facts solidly be- 
hind his dictum: “The view, there- 
fore, that the Sinaitic Syriac at 
Matthew 1:16 represents the orig- 
inal text of the Gospel can be 
maintained only by textual criti- 
cism of the most adventurous and 
unscientific mind. The reading of 
the Sinaitic Syriac cannot with 
certainty be traced back of A.D. 
400, while the common reading 
is clearly attested at the beginning 
of the third century, and certainly 
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Whatever argument may be 
made for dropping “virgin” to 
margial status, it should be re- 
membered that scholarly Robert 
Dick Wilson wrote: 


“Two conclusions from the evi- 
dence seem clear; first, that alma, 
so far as is known, never meant 
‘young married woman’; and sec- 
ondly...the presumption in com- 
mon law and usage was and is, 
that every alma is virgin. and 
virtuous... 

“The language itself is not the 
difficulty. The great and only dif- 
ficulty lies in disbelief in predic- 
tive prophecy and in the almighty 
power of God; or in the desire to 
throw discredit upon the divine 
Sonship of Jesus” (The Princeton 
Theological Review, April, 1926). 

This change, in view of slights 
to our Lord elsewhere, leaves no 
other conclusion than that there 
is doctrinal bias. 

Another passage referring to 
Christ which has been altered is 
Isaiah 32:2, which in the older 
versions begins, “And a man shall 
be as a hiding place.” The revisers 
have changed “a man” (that is, 
Christ), to “each,’”’ making verse 2 
refer to the princes mentioned in 
the preceding verse. But what is 
said of this man is always and only 
said of the Lord (25:4), and cer- 
tainly does not fit the “‘princes.” 

Psalm 45:6 is one of the great 
Old Testament texts which un- 
questionably states the deity of 
Christ. Anyone turning to this 
passage in the R.S.V. will be star- 
tled to discover that the famous 
words, “Thy throne, O God, is 


forever and ever,” have been wa-|; 


tered down to read, “Thy divine 
throne.” This is definitely doing 
violence to the text. Strangely 
enough, the New Testament cita- 
tion in Hebrews 1:8 preserves the 
accurate translation of the origi- 
nal. 

There is a strong leaning to the 
present tense in the Psalms, where 
former translations use the past 
or the future.

If God is able to do it, that is the | 


pledge of His willingness. Have 
you any doubt, friends, of His 
willingness? Can you doubt it? 
If God is able and God is willing, 
there is only one question more 
that I am going to ask you to 
settle this afternoon, and that is, 
are the conditions within the 
reach of these churches? 


Are We Willing to Pay Any 
Price for Revival? 

If the conditions are within our 
reach, don’t you say, “Let us have 
it’? Is there a man or woman in 
this house who can think of one 
thing that you would rather have 
than a glorious reformation? What 
is that other thing that you pre- 
fer to such a revival of God’s 
work, that would bring hundreds 
and perhaps thousands into the 


kingdom? What would you rather |

conditions—if you had word you 
could not doubt, that these were 
the conditions, that $50,000 must 
be raised here this afternoon, or 
the pledge that it would be forth- 
coming—who has anything that 
they wouldn’t give? Sister, have 
you got any old relic in your par- 
lor, handed down from genera- 
tions, but what you would give 
the value of it? Then I asked my- 
self the question, “Would you give 
what you are worth?” 

I don’t know as you know it, 
but years ago the friends of evan- 
gelists, without any reference to 
denomination, made me a present 
of a beautiful home—my family 
are in it now—and this question 
came to me: Would you give your 
home for a revival at Saccarappa? 
I did not hesitate one minute— 
if Jesus sent me word He wanted 
it, He should have it. And I would 
telegraph home, 

“My dear wife: 

We are almost eighty now, and 
we thought we should die there in 
our pleasant room; but we have 
no home now; I have given it for 
a revival at Saccarappa.”’ 

She would wipe off the tears 
and say, “I am glad he has done 
it; we can die in the attic of the 
poorhouse.” And I would rather 
die in the attic of the poorhouse 
and have a revival of religion 
here and these souls saved, than to 
die in the White House without 
it. Would you, friends? What do 
you say to this, pastors? Could we 
raise it? It would take but a few 
‘minutes. And then we would go 
home and sit down at our sup- 
per tables with light hearts; some 
of us have worked hard to get 
‘something against a rainy day; 
| but friends, it may not rain for 
| the rest of our lives; and it may 
be after all, that you have found 


| that the God of Heaven has 
enough to take care of His chil- 
dren. 

Well, those are not the con- 
ditions, and if you and I had raised 
$950,000, it would be no great gift 
'to God. He has an old mortgage 


that covers every dollar you .and' 
I have in our hands: now. Who has 
anything that doesn’t belong to 
God? 

I want you to look a little fur- 
ther at ‘this. I-am going to do just 


as I would if the Redeemer were in 


one of these chairs; and I never 
went to meeting when I felt that 
He was nearer than He is today. 
I can hardly talk now. I.seemed 
to walk with Jesus all the way 
here; I know He is here. I said, 
“Would I preach the same if 
Christ were sitting in one of these 
chairs?” I can’t think that I would 
preach any different. And these 
words came from the throne of 
God as fresh as if they had been 
dated the twenty-sixth day of 
January: “Prove me now; put me 
to the test.” 


God’s Conditions for Revival: 
All on the Altar! 


The conditions are within our 
reach. Now, What are the condi- 
tions? We have seen what they 
are not; now, what are they? They 
are these: that we lay upon God's 
altar what we want Him to con- 
trol this afternoon; and I am going 
to ask every one of you to do it 
—build a new altar. You have 
four churches united; it is differ- 
ent from being alone. And now 
if you have united for this pur- 
pose, I am going to ask you to 
build an altar and lay everything 
that you want Jesus Christ to 
control on the altar this after- 
noon.

Will 
you acknowledge the truth of that 
declaration of the apostle, ““There- 
fore glorify God in your body, 
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. in your spirit, which are 
God's? Wilh every person hearing 
me acknowledge that soul and 
body belong to God? Very well, 
lay your soul and body on the 
altar, either. for. the first time, 
or renewedly do it. All I can do 
is to renewedly do it—do what 
you business men do when you 
sell a piece of land: you go be- 
fore a certain officer and acknow- 
ledge that as your free will and 
act. Now that is all that I can 
do, for I am deeded to Jesus; but 
I will, arry number of times in the 
day, acknowledge the deed. 

Now, friends, if I give myself 
to Christ, what do I want to keep 
back? Not my voice; not my 
heart; not my intellect; not my 
feet—nothing about me. I have 
given myself to Him and He can 
use me—given myself exactly as 
my wife gave herself to me and I 
gave myself to her, to mutually 
share each othér’s joys and sor- 
rows, It is not optional with me 
to preach if I please. And, friends, 
if you have given yourselves to 
the Lord, it is not optional for you 
to pray if you please or go as a 
missionary if you please. We have 
given ourselves to the Saviour to 
have Him lay out our business 
and duty, and we will do it just 
as well as we can. Are you willing 
to lay yourselves upon God's altar 
with that understanding of the 
consequences?
